Mr.  Brownson  announced  that  Mr.  Charles  Colt,  elected  at  the  last 
general  election  to  fill  the  vacancy  in  the  office  of  Senator  from  the 
Twenty-ninth  District,  occasioned  by  the  resignation  of  Allen  Ayrault, 
was  in  attendance,  and  Mr.  Colt  took  the  constitutional  oath  of  office, 
and  was  qualified. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Lawrence, 

Resolved,  That  a  committee  be  appointed  to  wait  upon  the  Go- 
vernor, and  inform  him  that  the  Senate  is  in  session,  and  ready  to 
proceed  to  business. 

Ordered,  That  Mr.  Lawrence  and  Mr.  Fine  be  such  committee. 
On  motion  of  Mr.  Martin, 

Resolved,  That  a  committee  be  appointed  to  notify  the  Honorable 
the  Assembly  that  the  Senate  is  organized  and  ready  to  proceed  to 
business. 

Ordered,  That  Mr.  Martin  and  Mr.  Smith  be  such  committee. 
On  motion  of  Mr.  Little, 

Resolved,  That  the  Clerk  be  directed  to  invite  the  clergymen  of 
this  city,  having  charge  of  congregations,  to  open  the  daily  settings 
of  the  Senate  with  prayer,  in  such  order  as  may  be  most  convenient 
for  themselves. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Comwell, 

Resolved,  That  the  Clerk  of  the  Senate  furnish  to  each  of  the  mem- 
bers, officers,  reporters  and  messengers  of  the  Senate  the  usual  articles 
of  stationery,  including  penknives  of  the  usual  quality,  and  of  Ameri- 
can manufacture,  and  that  the  expense  thereof  be  defrayed  from  the 
contingent  fund  of  the  Senate. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Brownson, 

Resolved,  That  the  Clerk  of  the  Senate  furnish  to  the  Lieutenant 
Governor  and  each  of  the  Senators,  such  newspapers  as  they  may 
respectively  direct,  not  exceeding  in  amount  two  daily  papers.  * 

Mr.  Lawrence,  from  the  committee  appointed  to  wait  on  the  Go- 
vernor, reported  that  they  had  discharged  said  duty,  and  that  the  Go- 
vernor replied  that  he  would  immediately  transmit  a  message  to  the 
Senate. 

Mr.  Martin,  from  the  committee  appointed  to  wait  upon  the  Assem- 
bly, and  inform  them  that  the  Senate  was  organized  and  ready  to  pro- 
ceed to  business,  reported  the  discharge  of  said  duty. 

A  message  from  the  Assembly,  delivered  by  Mr.  Cross,  from  a 
committee  of  that  body,  was  received,  announcing  that  the  House  of 
Assembly  was  organized  and  ready  to  proceed  to  business. 

A  message  from  the  Governor,  by  his  Private  Secretary,  Robert  H. 
Morris,  jr.,  was  received,  and  read,  in  the  words  fojjowing : 

Fellow-Cilizens  of  the  Senate  and  of  the  Assembly  : 

The  commencement  of  another  year  has  brought  you  together  to 
discharge  the  high  trust  with  which  you  have  been  commissioned  by 
the  people  of  this  State,  of  enacting  laws  for  the  government  of  near- 
ly three  millions  of  freemen.  Before  you  enter  upon  that  important 
duty,  permit  me  to  congratulate  you  upon  the  circumstances  under 
which  you  meet.    The  year  which  has  just  closed,  has  been  one  of 
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unusual  prosperity  to  the  people  of  our  State.  The  Almighty  Ruler 
of  the  Universe  has  been  pleased  to  vouchsafe  to  us  a  continuance  of 
his  many  blessings  ;  the  influences  of  religion  and  learning  have  been 
extended  ;  the  labors  of  the  husbandman  have  been  crowned  with 
the  rewards  of  an  abundant  harvest ;  the  mechanic  and  artisan  have 
enjoyed  the  well-earned  return  of  their  honest  industry  ;  commerce 
and  manufactures  have  continued  to  engage  the  enterprise  and  the  in- 
telligence of  a  large  portion  of  the  people,  while  the  Arts  and  Sciences 
have  gradually  spread  their  influence,  and  are  developing  new  sources 
of  wealth  and  prosperity.  Prominent  among  the  benefits  which  the 
past  year  has  brought,  is  the  restoration  to  our  country  of  the  bless- 
ings of  Peace.  While  other  nations  have  been  threatened  with 
famine,  or  ravaged  by  pestilence,  or  convulsed  by  foreign  wars,  or  by 
civil  commotions,  our  thanks  are  due  to  Almighty  God  for  His  signal 
blessings  conferred  upon  our  country.  We  enter,  then,  upon  the 
duties  of  our  respective  offices,  surrounded  by  these  evidences  of  the 
welfare  of  our  people,  as  individuals,  and  of  their  prosperity  as  a 
Commonwealth. 

The  public  confidence  in  the  credit  of  our  State  was  favorably  ex- 
hibited Dy  the  terms  on  which  the  loans,  authorized  by  the  act  of  the 
last  Legislature,  "  to  provide  for  deficiencies  in  the  Sinking  Fund  un- 
der the  provisions  of  article  7  of  the  Constitution,"  were  taken.  A 
part  of  these  loans  were  taken  at  par  for  stocks  bearing  five  and  a  half 
per  cent,  interest,  redeemable  in  the  year  1855  ;  the  balance  was 
issued  at  six  per  cent,  interest,  also  redeemable  in  1855,  for  which  a 
premium,  averaging  2.80  per  cent,  was  obtained.

Leaving  the  remainder  of  the  revenues,   $498,219  52 
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which  sum  is  applicable  to  the  completion  of  the  Erie  Canal  En- 
largement, the  Genesee  Valley  and  the  Black  River  canals. 

The  canal  tolls  (including  the  tolls  received  from  railroads)  du- 
ring the  season  of  navigation,  for  the  year  1848,  amounted  to 
$3,469,690.29.  Compared  with  the  corresponding  period  during  the 
year  1847,  this  amount  exhibits  a  decrease  of  $216,381 .83.  The 
tolls  of  the  year  1847,  were  greatly  augmented  by  reason  of  the  ex- 
traordinary demand  for  provisions  and  agricultural  products  for  ex- 
portation, to  meet  the  necessities  arising  from  the  failure  of  the  crops 
in  many  parts  of  Europe.  From  this  cause,  the  tolls  for  the  past 
season  were  less  than  those  of  the  preceding  year,  yet  as  compared 
with  all  other  years,  they  show  a -steady  and  rapid  increase. 

The  enlargement  of  the  Erie  canal  and  the  completion  of  the  Gene- 
see Valley  and  of  the  Black  River  canals  are  progressing  as  rapidly  as 
the  limited  appropriations  to  those  objects,  under  the  Constitution,  will 
permit.  Previous  to  the  resumption  of  the  public  works  in  May, 
1847,  about  98  miles  of  the  enlarged  canal,  and  328  structures,  had 
been  brought  into  use  at  an  expense  of  nearly  $10,000,000.  The 
enlargement  will  embrace  980  structures,  upon  the  entire  length  of 
the  canal.  At  the  opening  of  navigation  next  spring,  there  will  be 
113  miles  of  the  canal,  ana  409  structures  in  use;  inaddition  to  which, 
a  considerable  amount  of  work  will  have  been  done  on  other  portions 
of  the  canal,  and  on  structures  not  then  complete. 

The  entire  length  of  the  Black  River  canal  will  be  44  62- 100  miles, 
exclusive  of  42 £  miles  of  slack  water  navigation,  on  the  Black  river. 
Contracts  have  been  made,  covering  nearly  all  the  work  necessary  to 
complete  35  miles  of  this  canal,  whioh,  it  is  thought,  will  be  brought 
into  operation  in  the  spring  of  1850. 

On  the  Genesee  Valley  canal,  52  miles  are  now  in  use;  there  being 
66 £  miles  not  completed.  A  large  amount  of  work  is  under  con- 
tract between  the  present  termination  at  the  Dansville  side-cut,  and 
the  Canadea  feeder,  a  distance  of  36£  miles.  The  Commissioner  in 
charge  hopes  that  the  canal  may  be  ready  for  navigation  to  this  latter 
point  by  the  spring  of  1850. 

The  rapid  augmentation  in  the  business  of  the  canals  has  produced 
a  corresponding  increase  in  the  number  of  boats  employed  in  their  na- 
vigation. According  to  the  Register  in  the  Auditor's  office,  the  pre- 
sent number  is  4,743,  being  an  increase  of  522  within  one  year.  The 
magnitude  of  this  indispensable  appendage  to  our  internal  commerce, 
may  be /estimated  from  the  fact,  that  the  boats,  if  placed  in  line,  would 
occupy  nearly  seventy  miles  of  the  length  of  the  canals.  The  estab- 
lishment of  safe  and  convenient  basins  for  the  accommodation  of  such 
a  mass  of  vessels,  with  the  necessary  appliances  for  the  cheap  and  ex- 
peditious reception  and  discharge  of  their  cargoes,  has  become  a  mat- 
ter of  public  concern.  Under  the  authority  of  recent  laws,  extensive 
basins  have  been  commenced  at  the  expense  of  the  State,  in  the  city 
of  Buffalo;  while  the  commodious  basins  constructed  by  local  enter- 
prise in  the  city  of  Albany,  and  by  the  Atlantic  Dock  Company  in  the 
harbor  of  New-York,  have  been  eminently  serviceable  in  securing  from 
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injury  this  large  fleet  of  boats,  which  our  system  of  internal  naviga- 
tion has  called  into  existence.

I  respectfully  refer  you  to  the  reports  of  the  Comptroller  and  the 
Commissioners  of  the  ('anal  Fund,  which  will  present  a  detailed  state- 
ment of  the  financial  statistics  of  the  State. 

The  annual  report  of  the  Inspectors  of  State  Prisons  will  present 
to  you  the  state  and  condition  of  the  prisons,  and  the  receipts  and  ex- 
penditures of  money  during  the  year,  with  other  details  of  the  im- 
portant interests  with  which  they  are  charged. 

I  communicate  herewith,  in  conformity  with  section  five  of  article 
four  of  the  Constitution,  a  statement  of  the  reprieves,  commutations 
and  pardons,  granted  during  the  past  year,  by  my  predecessor. 

Reports  of  the  Adjutant  General  and  Commissary  General,  which 
will  soon  be  transmitted  to  the  Legislature,  will  furnish  full  informa- 
tion on  the  subject  of  the  militia,  and  the  arms  and  other  military  ma- 
terial of  the  State. 

The  common  school  system  of  the  State  continues  efficient  in  the 
discharge  of  its  important  objects.  The  number  of  organized  school 
districts,  reported  during  the  past  year,  was  10,621  ;  and  the  number 
of  children  taught  in  the  common  schools  during  the  year  was  776,- 
723,  being  an  increase  of  27,336  over  the  number  reported  the  pre- 
ceding year.  The  number  of  unincorporated  and  private  schools  re- 
ported was  1,785,  in  which  32,256  children  were  taught;  making 
the  aggregate  of  807,979  children,  who  receive  instruction  in  the 
common  and  private  schools  of  the  State.  The  amount  of  public 
moneys  paid  for  teachers'  wages,  during  the  year,  was  $639,008  .  00; 
and  the  amount  paid  on  rate  bills  for  teachers'  wages  was  $466,674  . 44, 
being  an  aggregate  of  $1,105,682  .  44. 
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Intimately  connected  with  the  success  of  our  institutions  of  learn- 
ing, is  the  establishment  and  support  of  libraries  for  the  use  of  the 
public.  The  liberal  and  far-seeing  policy  of  the  law  of  1838,  provi- 
ded for  the  formation  and  gradual  increase  of  libraries  in  each  of  the 
school  districts  of  the  State.  During  the  past  year  $81 ,624  .  05  have 
been  expended  by  the  State  for  this  object.  Upwards  of  one  million 
three  hundred  thousand  volumes  have  already  been  distributed,  carry- 
ing the  means  of  mental  culture  into  every  portion  of  our  wide-spread 
territory.  This  beneficient  legislation  of  the  State,  has  recently  been 
seconded  by  a  signal  example  of  individual  liberality  on  the  part  of 
one,  who,  though  not  a  native  of  our  land,  had  realized  in  his  own 
career  the  benefits  of  the  full  and  fair  participation  in  the  privileges 
whjch  the  liberal  policy  of  our  institutions'  extends  to  all,  without 
regard  to  the  place  or  the  circumstances  of  birth.  John  Jacob  Astor, 
a  native  of  Germany,  who  lately  died  at  an  advanced  age,  in  the  city 
of  New-York,  by  his  will,  has  devoted  the  large,  and,  in  this  country, 
unprecedented  amount  of  four  hundred  thousand  dollars,  to  the  foun- 
dation and  perpetual  support  of  a  library  for  the  free  use  of  the  pub- 
lic. The  trustees  to  whom  the  management  of  this  munificent  dona- 
tion has  been  committed,  will, under  the  directions  of  the  will,  apply 
to  the  Legislature  for  an  act  of  incorporation  to  render  the  manage- 
ment of  tne  library  and  its  funds  safe  and  convenient.  I  cheerfully 
commend  their  application  to  your  enlightened  encouragement.  The 
foundation  of  such  an  institution,  with  its  treasures  of  learning,  can- 
not but  be  regarded  as  a  striking  event  in  the  literary  history  of  our 
State. 

From  the  representations  made  to  me,  I  am  led  to  believe  that 
the  restoration  of  the  office  of  County  Superintendent  would  be  pro- 
ductive of  good  to  the  School  system.  One  of  the  injurious  con- 
sequences of  its  abolition,  as  I  am  informed  by  the  Department, 
is,  that  the  reports  for  which  it  depended  wholly  on  those  officers, 
are  now  greatly  diminished  in  number,  and  that  many  of  those  receiv- 
ed are  so  imperfect  as  to  be  of  little  value. 

The  Report  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Normal  School  will 
show  the  condition  of  that  most  valuable  agent  in  the  cause  of  edu- 
cation. This  school  is  doing  a  great  and  good  work.  It  has  ceased 
to  be  an  experiment,  and  under  its  present  judicious  management,  it 
is  growing  in  the  confidence  of  its  friends,  and  attracting  the  interest 
of  many  who  once  doubted  its  practicability,  or  its  usefulness. 

The  limits  of  this  communication  will  not  permit  any  detailed 
statement  of  the  various  public  charities  of  the  State.  Their  annual 
reports  will  exhibit  their  prosperous  condition,  and  their  labors  in  the 
accomplishment  of  the  benevolent  purposes  for  which  they  were  de- 
signed. 

The  number  of  patients  in  the  State  Lunatic  Asylum  at  Utica,  on 
the  1st  of  December  last,  was  495,  which  is  about  as  many  as  can 
well  be  accommodated  in  the  institution.  During  the  six  years  of  its 
operation,  this  Asylum  has  received  2,014  patients,  of  whom  814 
have  been  discharged  cured.    Personal  observation  of  this  institution, 
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during  the  past  summer,  enabled  me  to  notice  the  neatness,  method 
and  excellence  of  its  management.

As  the  institution  has  no  permanent  funds,  except  its  investment 
in  buildings,  its  existence  depends  upon  the  annual  appropriations  of 
the  Legislsture,  from  which  it  receives  nearly  three-fourths  of  its 
income.  In  company  with  the  Superintendent  of  Common  Schools, 
I  attended  an  examination  of  some  of  the  classes  during  the  last  sum- 
mer. A  more  interesting  exhibition  of  the  excellence  and  benefits  of 
a  public  charity,  could  not  have  been  enjoyed. 

In  the  New-York  Institution  for  the  Blind,  there  were,  on  the  4th

To  complete  the  usefulness  of  this  institution,  an  appropriation  of 
$15,000  was  made  at  the  last  session  of  the  Legislature,  providing  for 
an  asylum,  where  those  who  have  finished  the  course  of  instruction, 
and  acquired  a  trade,  may  support  themselves  by  their  own  labor.  I 
learn  that  the  contracts  have  oeen  made,  and  that  the  buildingis  com- 
menced, and  will  be  completed  within  the  appropriation.  This  ex- 
cellent charity  is  accomplishing  its  benevolent  objects.  It  is  second 
to  none  in  the  excellence  of  its  management,  or  in  the  humanity  of  its 
design.  It  merits,  and  I  trust  will  receive,  the  continued  aid  of  the 
State. 

In  the  New- York  Hospital,  3,178  patients  have  been  under  treat- 
ment, between  the  1st  of  January  and  the  30th  of  November  last;  of 
whom  2,155  were  discharged,  cured.  In  the  Lunatic  Assylum  at 
Bloomidgdale,  which  is  under  the  charge  of  the  governors  of  the 
New-York  Hospital,  there  were  120  patients  on  the  1st  of  December 
last. 

The  annual  fair  of  the  State  Agricultural  Society,  held  at  Buffalo 
in  September  last,  is  represented  to  have  been  equal  to  any  which  had 
preceded  it;  and  exhibited  the  interest  of  our  people,  as  well  as  their 
advancement,  in  those  pursuits  which  the  Society  was  intended  to 
promote  and  encourage.  This  Society  has  heretofore  made  valuable 
contributions  to  the  cause  of  agriculture,  in  several  interesting  vo- 
lumes of  its  transactions.    I  understand  that  the  report  which  it  will 
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present  this  winter,  will  contain  more  than  the  ordinary  amount  of 

interesting  and  valuable  information. 

The  history  of  this  State  evinces  that  its  Legislature  has  not  been 
content  to  confine  the  exercise  of  its  powers  to  the  mere  enactment  of 
laws  for  the  administration  of  the  ordinary  functions  of  government, 
or  for  the  suppression  of  crime.  Its  canals,  and  other  public  works, 
its  schools  and  institutions  of  learning,  are  proud  evidences  of  a  de- 
termination to  promote  the  increase  of  its  commerce  and  trade,  and 
the  moral  improvement  and  happiness  of  the  people,  by  acts  of  mu- 
nificent, but  judicious  legislation.  We  have  long  recognised  it  as  a 
high  and  holy  duty  of  a  civilized  government,  to  provide  for  the  ge- 
neral dissemination  of  learning — to  foster  the  enterprise  of  its  peo- 
ple— to  develope  the  resources  of  the  State — to  encourage  its  indus- 
try— and  to  secure  to  that  industry  its  surest  and  most  ample  rewards. 
Much  lias  been  done  to  effect  these  ends.  A  noble  fund  has  been 
provided,  and  our  common  schools  and  academies  are  sowing  broad- 
cast the  seeds  of  learning.  The  higher  branches  of  science  and  the 
arts  have  not  been  neglected — the  endowments  of  the  colleges  and 
universities  have  generally  been  liberal — and  the  rich  return  of  these 
institutions,  in  the  advancement  of  good  scholarship,  of  profound 
learning,  and  of  liberal  and  lofty  science,  is  the  surest  evidence  of  the 
wisdom  of  the  past  liberality  of  the  State,  and  the  strongest  incentive 
to  its  future  continuance. 

I  think  the  time  has  arrived  when  the  State  is  called  upon  to  make 

I provision  for  the  advancement  of  agricultural  science,  and  of  know- 
edge  in  the  mechanic  arts.  Of  late  years,  the  science  of  agriculture 
has  received  much  attention,  and  its  influence,  in  combination  with 
the  practical  labors  of  those  engaged  in  the  ennobling  pursuits  of  hus- 
bandry, has  lessened  the  toil  and  increased  the  returns  of  the  tillers 
of  the  soil.  Similar  influences  have  produced  similar  results,  with 
respect  to  the  mechanic  arts.  If  the  wealth,  and  power,  and  inde- 
pendence of  a  nation,  are  to  be  estimated  by  its  ability  to  supply, 
from  within  itself,  its  most  essential  wants,  and  from  its  abundance  to 
minister  to  the  wants  of  others,  it  is  both  wise  and  politic  for  the 
State  to  aid  the  advancement  of  those  particular  branches  of  know- 
ledge more  immediately  bearing  upon  the  pursuits  of  the  great  pro- 
ducing classes.  ' 

In  this  view,  I  cannot  too  strongly  recommend  the  endowment  by 
the  State  of  an  agricultural  school,  and  a  school  for  instruction  in  the 
mechanic  arts.  I  would  suggest  an  annual  appropriation  to  be  ex- 
pended under  the  direction  of  the  Regents  of  the  University,  for  in- 
structors in  the  several  branches  of  learning  connected  with  agricul- 
ture and  the  mechanic  arts.  The  appropriation  should  be  sufficient 
to  ensure  the  best  talents,  to  test  the  utility  of  the  plan,  and  if  deem- 
ed expedient,  its  duration  may,  in  the  first  instance,  be  limited. 

The  Constitution  of  the  State  omits  to  provide  for  the  contingency 
of  a  vacancy  occuring  in  the  office  of  Governor,  pending  a  vacancy 
in  the  office  of  Lieutenant-Governor.  As  every  precaution  should 
be  taken  to  guard  against  a  failure  of  the  depository  for  the  Execu- 
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tive  power  of  the  State,  an  amendment  to  the  Constitution,  to  meet 

this  omission,  should  be  made. 

Your  attention  is  also  requested  to  the  necessity  of  providing  by 
law  for  filling  vacancies  in  office.  Great  inconvenience  and  injury  to 
the  public  interests  might  resuU  from  an  omission  to  exercise  the 
power  over  this  subject,  which  is  confided  to  the  Legislature. 

Much  of  the  time  of  the  State  Legislature  is  now  occupied  with 
business  of  a  local  character,  which  might,  with  propriety,  and  ad- 
vantage, be  transferred  to  the  Boards  of  Supervisors  of  the  several 
counties.  A  majority  of  the  members  of  the  Legislature  can  have 
but  little  personal  knowledge  of  the  merits  of  most  of  the  local 
questions  upon  which  they  are  called  to  act.  A  transfer  of  the  pow- 
er over  these  questions  is  in  accordance  not  only  with  the  theory  of 
the  Constitution,  but  with  its  express  provision,  and  would  bring;  the 
local  legislation  more  nearly  home  to  those  directly  interested  in  its 
results.  And  while  it  would  elevate  the  office  of  Supervisor,  it 
would  leave  to  the  State  Legislature  a  larger  portion  of  its  time  for 
the  consideration  of  subjects  of  more  general  bearing. 

I  recommend  to  your  consideration  a  modification  of  the  Criminal 
Code.  The  punishment  of  crime  should  be  certain,  rather  than  se- 
vere. Long  terms  of  imprisonment  produce  a  crowded  state  of  the 
prisons,  which  is  made  the  justification  of  appeals  to  the  Executive 
power  of  pardon,  if  it  do  not  at  times  present  a  necessity  for  its  ex- 
ercise. In  a  popular  government  where  every  branch  of  the  civil 
power  is  in  a  measure  affected  by  public  opinion,  certainty  cannot  be 
attained  unless  the  punishment  which  the  laws  prescribe,  be  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  prevailing  sentiment  of  the  community.  That 
sentiment  is  undoubtedly  opposed  to  a  severe  punishment.  It  fre- 
quently operates  upon  juries,  to  induce  either  an  acquittal,  or  the  con- 
viction of  a  lesser  crime,. rather  than  a  verdict  which  will  be  follow- 
ed by  a  punishment  beyond  what  the  jury  may  deem  adequate. 
However  rigid  the  disposition  of  the  individual  vested  with  the  pow- 
er of  pardon,  the  force  of  a  sentiment  strong  enough  to  find  its  way 
into  the  jury  box,  will  sometimes  reach  him,  and  open  the  door  of 
the  prison,  before  the  expiration  of  the  sentence.  The  certainty  of 
punishment  is  thus  sacrificed  to  the  severity  of  the  legal  enactment. 
If  this  be  correct,  it  suggests  the  propriety  of  abridging,  in  proper 
cases,  the  terms  of  imprisonment.  By  the  present  laws,  no  person 
can  be  sentenced  to  the  State  Prison  for  less  than  two  years.  I  think 
this  minimum  might  be  reduced  to  one  year.  And  1  recommend  the 
substitution  of  a  larger  sum  than  the  law  now  prescribes  for  the  di- 
vision between  grand  and  petit  larceny.  Our  former  penal  code 
placed  the  limit  of  petit  larceny  at  twelve  dollars  and  a  half ;  but  as 
the  exchangeable  value  of  money  receded,  it  was  extended  to  twen- 
ty-five dollars.  The  same  reasons  which  induced  this  change  more 
than  thirty  years  since,  seem  now  to  demand  a  further  extension. 

In  connection  with  this  subject,  I  also  recommend  the  enactment 
of  some  regulations  relative  to  the  manner  of  applying  for  pardons. 
In  the  absence  of  any  legislative  provision  on  this  subject,  the  appli- 
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cations  for  pardon  becomes  almost  equal  in  number  to  the  convic- 
tions. 

It  is  not  within  the  limit  of  my  duty  to  suggest  the  nature,  or  the 
details  of  provisions  which  the  Constitution  has  committed  to  the 
wisdom  of  the  legislature;  but  in  my^  view  of  the  importance  of  re- 
stricting the  exercise  of  this  power,  I  cannot  omit  presenting  the 
subject  to  your  consideration.  Under  proper  and  judicious  regula- 
tions, the  number  of  applications  for  pardons  will  be  greatly  dimi- 
nished; while  the  power  can  be  exercised  with  greater  discrimination 
and  safety. 

The  interest  and  the  convenience  of  the  public,  as  well  as  a  regard 
for  the  rights  of  property,  seem  to  call  for  a  revision  and  alteration 
of  the  laws  under  which  taxes,  and  assessments  for  local  improve- 
ments are  imposed,  and  their  payment  enforced.  In  the  exercise  of 
the  power  of  taxation,  or  in  delegating  it  to  other,  and  local  bodies, 
the  legislature  should  use  the  utmost  vigilance  to  confine  this  severe 
attribute  of  sovereignty  within  the  most  rigid  limits  consistent  with 
the  public  necessities.  While  the  amount  of  the  tax  should  be  limited 
to  the  wants  of  the  most  economical  administration  of  the  govern 
ment,  the  mode  of  its  collection  should  have  regard  to  the  conveni- 
ence of  those  who  are  to  pay;  and  payment  should  be  enforced  in 
such  manner  as  may  most  advantageously  combine  certainty  with 
economy,  and  publicity  of  notice.  Sales  of  land  for  unpaid  taxes 
have  hitherto  been  held  at  the  seat  of  government,  at  irregular  periods. 
I  am  aware  that  there  has  been  strong  objections,  from  those  whose 
position  and  experience  entitle  their  opinions  to  much  consideration, 
to  these  sales  being  made  to  the  counties  within  which  the  lands  are 
situate.  But  I  am  not  able  to  see  sufficient  force  in  these  objections, 
to  resist  the  arguments,  based  upon  the  convenience  and  the  interest 
of  the  parties  affected,  in  favor  of  transferring  the  place  of  sale  to 
the  respective  counties.  Many  titles  have  been  lost,  and  the  hard 
earned  savings  of  years  of  toil  been  swept  away  by  means  of  a  sale 
conducted  at  a  distance,  and  without  the  knowledge  of  the  party  to 
be  affected,  for  a  tax  imposed  before  the  title  had  accrued.  These 
sales,  as  now  conducted,  are  sure  to  meet  the  attention  of  the  vigi- 
lant, and  of  the  wealthy  land  owner;  while  the  inducements  which 
they  present  of  a  high  rate  of  interest,  in  case  of  redemption,  and  of 
still  larger  gains  in  case  of  an  omission  to  redeem,  attract  the  keen 
eyed  and  watchful  speculator;  but  they  are  seldom  brought  to  the 
personal  knowledge  of  parties,  whose  only  property  consists  of  the 
lot  of  which  they  may  be  deprived  by  this  remote,  and  to  them  not 
notified  process.  I  trust  that  the  Legislature  can  so  regulate  the  trans- 
fer of  the  place  of  holding  these  sales,  as  to  avoid  the  objection! 
which  have  been  made. 

Under  the  present  laws  a  very  large  amount  of  personal  property 
entirely  escapes  taxation.  I  recommend  such  alteration  as  will  dis- 
tribute the  burthen  of  taxation  more  equally,  and  will  reach  personal 
property  more  effectually  and  generally. 

The  levying  of  assessments  for  local  or  municipal  purposes  is  fre- 
quently exercised  so  arbitrarily,  and  so  oppressively,  that  the  power 
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of  the  legislature  has  often  been  invoked  for  its  arrest  and  limitation. 
I  cannot  doubt  that  the  Legislature  ought  to  interfere  in  favor  of  the 
rights  of  property,  against  the  too  frequent  abuse  of  this  power.  The 
authority  under  which  these  abuses  are  committed,  is  derived  from 
the  Legislature  ;  and  that  body  is  therefore,  in  a  degree,  held  res- 
ponsiple  for  its  exercises  by  those  upon  whom  it  has  been  conferred. 

A  large  number  of  claims  against  the  the  State  for  damages  on  ca- 
nal contracts,  broken  by  the  State,  under  the  law  of  1842,  remain 
unajusted.  The  State  has  already  paid  to  contractors  for  their  loss  of 
profits,  by  reason  of  the  suspension  of  the  public  works  in  1842,  the 
sum  of  $450,738 .91,  and  awards  amounting  to  upwards  of  $6,000,  re- 
main unpaid,  by  reason  of  the  exhaustion  of  the  appropriation  to  pay 
such  claims.    A  further  appropriation  has  become  necessary. 

Some  of  these  unsettled  claims  amount  to  $30,000  or  $40,000. 
They  are  decided  by  the  Canal  Board,  which  is  also  charged  with  the 
decision  of  all  other  claims  under  canal  contracts,  and  of  appeals  from 
the  awards  of  Canal  Appraisers.  This  branch  of  its  business,  added 
to  the  other  numerous  and  important  official  duties  of  the  members  of 
this  Board,  throws  upon  it  an  amount  of  labor  beyond  its  ability  to 
discharge.  Delay  inevitably  results,  and  while  the  claimant  is  thus 
injured,  the  interests  of  the  State  are  not  properly  secured,  for  want  of 
adequate  powers  in  the  Board.  There  should  be  authority  to  dismiss 
a  claim  m  default  of  its  being  brought  to  a  hearing  on  an  assigned 
day,  and  there  should  be  some  officer  particularly  charged  to  repre- 
sent the  State  on  the  hearing  of  all  claims  for  canal  damages.  It  has 
been  suggested  that  the  interests  of  the  State,  as  well  as  the  claim- 
ants, would  be  advanced  by  relieving  the  Canal  Board  of  this  por- 
tion of  its  duties,  and  giving  the  decision  of  all  claims  under  canal 
contracts  to  a  Commission,  with  adequate  powers  to  protect  the  inter- 
ests of  the  State.    I  present  the  suggestion  to  your  consideration. 

A  communication  will  be  presented  to  you,  as  I  am  informed,  by 
the  Canal  Appraisers,  showing  the  awards  made  by  their  Board.  A 
large  amount  is  yet  due  for  awards  made  more  than  a  year  since,  as 
well  as  for  those  more  recently  made.  An  appropriation  will  be  ne- 
cessary to  meet  these  awards.  The  communication  of  the  Apprais- 
ers will  suggest  some  alterations  in  the  powers  and  duties  of  their 
Board,  which  will  receive  your  careful  consideration. 

Much  excitement  has  prevailed  during  the  past  year  among  the  in- 
habitants of  Richmond  county,  with  respect  to  the  location  of  the 
Quarantine  buildings.  For  some  time  past  the  Hospital  has  been 
crowded  with  patients,  suffering  under  malignant  diseases  ;  and 
during  the  last  summer  the  yellow  fever  extended  its  ravages  among 
the  surrounding  population.  The  grand  jury  of  the  county  has  pre- 
sented the  establishment  as  a  nuisance,  and  has  found  bills  of  indict- 
ment against  the  officers  of  the  State  who  have  it  in  charge.  A  com- 
mittee appointed  by  the  last  Legislature  has  been  recently  engaged 
in  the  investigation  of  the  propriety  and  feasibility  of  selecting  some 
other  site  for  these  buildings.  I  am  not  apprised  of  the  facts  which 
they  have  elicited,  nor  of  the  conclusion  to  which  they  have  arrived. 
Their  report  will  be  laid  before  you,  and  will  demand  all  the  consid- 
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eration  due  to  the  health  and  comfort  of  the  citizens,  and  to  the  im- 
portant commercial  interests  so  vitally  concerned  in  the  proper  loca- 
tion of  this  establishment. 

The  constant  increase  of  the  commerce  of  the  port  of  New  York 
has  given  rise  to  an  impression  that  the  emoluments  of  the  health 
officer  of  that  port,  whose  compensation  is  derived  from  fees  depend- 
ent upon  the  number  of  arrivals,  are  far  beyond  the  amount  necessary 
to  secure  the  most  eminent  services  of  the  medical  profession.  An 
officer  charged  with  the  important  duties  of  that  situation,  should  be 
liberally  rewarded,  but  if  the  generally  supposed  compensation  of  this 
officer  be  not  greatly  overrated,  the  amount  of  his  emoluments  is  ex- 
cessive. If  a  reduction  be  proper,  it  may  be  made  to  take  effect  from 
the  expiration  of  the  term  of  office  of  the  present  incumbent. 

Long  previous  to  the  passage  of  the  laws  of  1847,  the  necessity 
was  felt  of  reorganizing  our  system  of  legislation  with  respect  to  emi- 
grants, and  of  placing  the  subject  of  emigration  on  a  oasis  better 
suited  to  existing  and  prospective  exigencies.  The  great  migratory 
movements  of  the  human  race,  which  has  gone  forward,  under  one 
form  or  another,  from  a  very  early  period  of  history,  equalising  popu- 
lation, sowing  along  its  path  seeds  of  future  strength  and  dominion, 
opening  new  fields  for  the  arts  and  sciences,  for  religion  and  morals, 
founding  new  empires  for  freedom,  and  which  in  our  days  has  had 
its  chief  direction  from  Europe  to  this  country,  had,  of  late  years, 
assumed  a  magnitude  which  made  it  a  subject  of  primary  importance 
in  the  State  where  its  effect  is  first  and  most  felt.  Wasted  by  cruel 
hardships  on  his  voyage,  the  emigrant  was  the  prey  of  systematic 
frauds  and  extortion,  even  before  his  foot  touched  the  shore  of  his 
long  looked  for  land  of  promise  and  of  refuge.  Friendless  and  des- 
titute, with  few  about  him,  except  those  whose  interest  it  was  to 
wrong  him  ;  having  neither  the  means  nor  the  knowledge  where  to 
bestow  his  energies  beneficially  to  himself,  or  to  his  new  country,  a 
short  and  ineffectual  struggle  against  his  lot,  made  him  the  inmate  of 
an  alms  house,  and  the  companion  of  paupers.  This  condition  of 
things  it  was  felt  had  existed  too  long,  and  if  continued,  would  be  a 
reproach  to  the  civilization  of  our  age,  and  to  the  humane  spirit  of 
our  institutions,  as  well  as  a  lasting  injury  to  our  State,  which  owes 
to  emigration  much  of  its  prosperity  and  power.  It  became  evident, 
then,  that  the  State  must  no  longer  rely  upon  the  efforts  of  county 
authorities,  or  of  benevolent  associations,  but  should  itself  assume  the 
charge  of  a  subject,  in  every  respect  so  important,  aud  that  the  im- 
mense annual  emigration  from  Europe  should  be  committed  to  a  dis- 
tinct department  organised  on  a  scale  commensurate,  not  only  with 
existing,  but  future  necessities,  and  in  such  a  wise  policy  as  would 
render  the  emigration  as  beneficial  as  possible,  both  to  the  emigrant 
and  to  the  community  of  which  he  comes  to  form  a  part. 

During  the  session  of  1847,  a  series  of  laws  were  passed,  organiz- 
ing, on  a  comprehensive  and  liberal  basis,  a  board  of  Commissioners 
in  the  city  of  New  York,  with  extensive  powers,  and  making  such 
provisions  as  appeared  most  conducive  to  the  benevolent  purposes  in 
view.    In  the  midst  of  the  preliminary  arrangements  of  this  board, 
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an  emigration  unprecedented  not  merely  in  numbers,  but  in  destitu- 
tion and  disease,  was  poured  in  upon  it,  and  added  to  the  embarrass- 
ments inseparable  from  the  organization  of  a  system  so  extensive  and 
so  complicated.  But  it  was  the  good  fortune  of  the  State,  and  of  the 
emigrant,  to  find  in  the  integrity  and  devotion  of  the  gentlemen  en- 
trusted with  the  arduous  and  responsible  duties  of  Commissioners,  re- 
sources adequate  to  the  emergency.  The  beneficial  results  already 
obtained,  furnish  evidence  of  the  wisdom  and  efficiency  of  the  sys- 
tem. It  is  stated  that  since  the  passage  of  the  laws  alluded  to,  up- 
wards of  three  hundred  thousand  emigrants  have  arrived  at  the  port 
of  New- York,  not  one  of  whom  has  become  a  charge  to  any  city  or 
county  in  the  State. 

For  further  details  of  interest  and  value,  your  attention  is  directed 
to  the  annual  report  of  the  Commissioners  to  be  rendered  according 
to  law,  to  the  Legislature.  In  the  nature  of  things,  experience, 
and  the  practical  working  of  the  system  must  disclose  further  im- 
provements, which,  doubtless,  the  Board  of  Commissioners  will  sug- 
gest, and  which  will  receive  full  consideration  at  your  hands. 

The  7th  section  of  article  8th  of  the  Constitution,  makes  the 
stockholders  in  every  corporation,  and  joint  stock  association  for 
banking  purposes  issuing  bank  notes  or  any  kind  of  paper  credits,  to 
circulate  as  money,  after  the  first  day  of  January  next,  individually 
responsible  to  the  amount  of  their  respective  shares  of  stock,  for  all 
the  debts  and  liabilities  of  every  kind,  contracted  by  the  corporation 
or  association  after  that  day.  In  some  of  these  institutions  the  State 
is  a  stockholder  ;  in  most  of  them,  more  or  less  of  the  stock  belongs 
to  infants,  or  is  held  by  charitable  institutions,  or  by  trustees,  and 
others  acting  in  a  fiduciary  capacity  ;  while  large  amounts  belong 
to  persons  residing  out  of  the  State,  and  beyond  the  jurisdiction  of 
our  courts.  I  suppose  this  provision  of  the  constitution  to  contem- 
plate only  an  ultimate  responsibility  for  deficiencies,  after  the  ex- 
haustion of  the  assets  of  the  institution  ;  and  that  it  has  left  to  the 
Legislature  to  declare  the  manner  in  which  that  responsibility  shall 
be  enforced,  and  in  which  contribution  shall  be  made  between  the 
several  associates.  The  near  approach  of  the  time  when  it  will 
become  operative,  presents  the  necessity  of  considering  this  subject 
during  this  session  of  the  .Legislature. 

The  Code  of  Procedure  adopted  by  the  last  Legislature,  went  into 
operation  on  the  1st  of  July  last.  It  was  not  expected  that  a  sys- 
tem, working  so  radical  a  change  of  long  established  rules,  could  be 
enacted  without  the  necessity  of  numerous  subsequent  alterations, 
which  time  and  experience  would  inevitably  indicate.  Many  modi- 
fications will  doubtless  be  brought  to  your  notice,  and  I  respectfully 
commend  them  to  your  serious  consideration,  in  the  hope  that  the 
defects  inevitable  in  the  commencement  of  a  new  system,  of  such 
comprehensive  extent,  however  numerous,  may  not  jeopard  the  many 
improvements  which  this  Code  has  introduced. 

The  present  operations  of  the  Judicial  System  seems  inadequate 
to  the  speedy  administration  of  justice.  In  the  Court  of  Appeals 
the  business  is  accumulating  ;  so  also  in  the  several  districts  of  the 
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Supreme  Court ;  although  probably  the  largest  accumulation  is  in 
the  first  district  where  the  number  of  causes  upon  the  calendars  of 
the  Supreme,  as  well  as  of  the  local  courts  in  the  city  of  New  York, 
is  increasing  beyond  the  ability  of  the  courts  to  dispose  of  them  I 
do  not  wish  to  infer  that  the  difficulties  thus  far  encountered,  are  ne- 
cessarily inherent  in  the  present  system,  but  would  rather  entertain 
the  hope  that  they  may  be  found  incidental  to  the  change  from  an 
established  to  a  new  system,  and  the  nearly  simultaneous  adoption  of 
an  entirely  new  Code  of  Practice  in  the  courts,  and  that  a  remedy 
may  be  found  within  the  reach  of  ordinary  legislation,  without  resort 
to  an  amendment  of  the  Constitution. 

It  has  been  suggested  that  relief  might  be  obtained  in  the  First  Dis- 
trict by  an  increase  of  the  Judicial  force,  under  the  4th  section  of  ar- 
ticle 6  of  the  Constitution;  but  the  census  of  1845,  does  not  show 
such  proportion  between  the  population  of  the  city  of  New-York  and 
that  of  the  rest  of  the  State,  as  will  maintain  the  conformity  required 
in  case  of  an  increase  of  the  number  of  Justices  of  the  Supreme  Court. 
I  do  not  doubt  that  an  addition  to  the  number  of  the  judges  of  the 
local  courts  in  that  city,  will  greatly  contribute  to  the  despatch  of  ' 
business,  and  will  relieve  much  of  the  pressure  upon  the  Supreme 
Court.  I  would  also  suggest  an  amendment  of  the  judiciary  act, 
whereby  the  business  of  the  courts  shall  be  so  distributed  as  to  leave 
to  the  circuits  the  mere  trial  of  issues  of  fact. 

The  establishment  of  tribunals  of  conciliation,  is  a  provision  within 
the  contemplation  of  the  Constitution.  Courts  of  this  nature,  although 
unknown  among  us,  have  been  long  in  operation  in  other  countries, 
and  are  represented  to  have  been  productive  of  great  benefits  by  the 
prevention  of  litigation.  The  power  of  such  tribunals  bein^  simply 
advisory,  except  so  far  as  parties  may  voluntarily  agree  to  abide  their 
decision,  can  scarcely  fail  to  produce  an  influence  over  a  reasoning 
and  moral  people,  in  preventing  lawsuits,  sufficient  to  commend  their 
establishment  as  a  part  of  the  system  which  the  Constitution  has  con- 
templated, before  we  indulge  in  a  sweeping  condemnation  of  that 
system,  or  commence  the  work  of  amending  the  Constitution.  In 
this  view,  I  bring  the  subject  to  your  consideration. 

I  make  these  suggestions  with  diffidence,  as  the  subject  has  en- 
gaged able  minds,  but  hitherto  without  effecting  the  desired  relief. 
They  present  themselves  to  me  as  feasible  modifications  of  the  pre- 
sent system,  short  of  an  amendment  of  the  Constitution,  which  I  am 
unwilling  to  recommend. 

During  the  past  year,  the  war  in  which  our  country  had  been  so 
unhappily  involved  with  the  neigboring  Republic  of  Mexico,  has  been 
brought  to  an  end.  The  conduct  of  that  war  reflects  the  highest  pos- 
sible credit  upon  the  officers  and  men  who  have  achieved  a  series  of 
victories  unparallelled  and  uninterrupted  from  the  first  brilliant  suc- 
cess of  our  arms  on  the  banks  of  the  Rio  Grande,  down  to  the  crown- 
ing act  of  the  war,  the  capture  of  the  capital  of  Mexico.  The  gra- 
titude of  the  American  people  has  been  most  cheerfully  accorded  to 
the  officers  and  men  of  tnose  gallant  armies,  who,  in  spite  of  jealou- 
sies at  home,  thwarting  and  embarrassing  their  action,  have  added 
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lustre  to  the  American  name.  Nor  are  the  services  of  the  navy  for- 
gotten by  hearts  grateful  for  deeds  of  valor. 

After  the  commencement  of  this  war,  but  one  feeling  animated  the 
whole  country.  The  consideration  of  its  origin  was  for  the  time  sus- 
pended, by  the  fact  of  its  existence  ;  and  among  the  most  ardent  of 
those  engaged  in  the  actual  conflict  of  arras  ;  as  also  among  the  most 
active  supporters  at  home,  of  the  vigorous  prosecution  of  the  war, 
were  men  who  thought  that  war  not  only  unwise  and  impolitic,  but 
neither  just  nor  necessary.  They  had  had  no  agency  in  its  commence- 
ment, but  while  hostilities  were  raging,  they  cheerfully  gave  their  best 
energies  to  their  country,  reserving  their  opinion  as  to  the  causes  which 
had  induced  the  war,  until  the  restoration  of  peace  should  furnish 
occasion  to  review  the  conduct  of  those  who  had  been  charged  with 
the  administration  of  the  government. 

If  the  valor  and  the  prowess  of  our  people  were  established  in  the 
field,  their  philanthropy  and  justice  have  been  vindicated  by  their  con- 
demnation of  the  measures  and  the  policy  which  had  broken  the  silken 
cords  of  peace,  and  involved  two  Christian  nation's  in  the  horrors  of 
war. 

Among  the  consequences  of  the  late  war  with  Mexico,  has  been 
the  acquisition  by  the  government  of  the  United  States,  of  a  large 
extent  of  new  territory.  I  am  sustained  by  the  decision  of  the  high- 
est judicial  tribunal  in  the  Union,  in  the  opinion,  that  while  the  rela- 
tions of  the  inhabitants  of  the  newly  acquired  territory,  with  their 
former  government  are  dissolved,  and  new  relations  established  be- 
tween them  and  the  government  of  the  United  States,  to  whom  their 
allegiance  is  now  transferred,  yet,  that  the  laws  which  regulated  the 
intercourse  and  general  conduct  of  individuals  within  that  territory  at 
•  the  time  of  the  transfer,  remain  in  force,  until  altered  by  the  newly 
created  power.  Among  the  laws  of  Mexico  in  force,  within  this  ter- 
ritory at  the  time  of  its  acquisition,  was  one  for  ever  abolishing  slavery.,. 
The  change  of  sovereignty  over  the  territory,  has  not  affected  the 
validity  or  the  force  of  this  law,  which,  according  to  the  established 
principles  of  international  law,  and  the  decisions  of  our  own  courts, 
remains  in  force  and  is  operative  at  the  present  day,  to  the  exclusion 
of  Slavery  from  that  territory.  An  effort  however  is  being  made  to 
abrogate  or  annual  that  law,  if  not  by  its  actual  repeal  through  a  direct 
legislative  enactment,  at  least  by  indirect  raeons,  the  effect,  if  not  the 
object  of  which  will  be  to  permit  the  introduction  of  slaves  within 
the  territory. 

However  we  may  deprecate  the  necessity  of  discussing  a  question 
of  a  nature  to  excite  sectional  prejudices  or  fearsy  we  may  no  longer 
avoid  the  consideration  of  one  which  is  now  of  present,  practical  and 
paramount  importance. 

The  State  of  New- York  early  manifested  her  attachment  to  the 
principles  of  universal  Freedom  and  her  repugnance  to  the  institution 
of  human  slavery.  Holding  that  the  Constitution  of  the  United 
States  at  the  time  of  its  adoption,  found  slavery  to  exist  within  and 
by  virtue  of  the  laws  of  the  several  States,  and  therefore  recognized 
the  fact  of  its  existence  as  a  State  institution,  without  giving  to  it, 
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in  any  decree,  a  national  or  constitutional  character  or  existence,  but 
left  it  entirely  dependent  for  its  continuance  and  its  regulation,  upon 
the  legislation  of  the  several  States,  our  State,  half  a  century  since, 
commenced  a  course  of  legislation  for  the  gradual,  but  certain  ex- 
tinction of  slaver)'  within  her  borders.  As  a  party  to  the  federal 
compact,  she  has  ever  adhered,  strictly  and  literally,  to  the  comprom- 
ises of  the  constitution,  and  has  not  sought  to  interfere  with  the  do- 
mestic institution,  or  to  disturb  the  internal  policy,  of  any  of  the  other 
parties  to  the  compact;  but  has  left  each  to  exercise,  in  its  own  way,A 
the  same  power  under  which  she  has  proclaimod  freedom  to  all  men 
within  her  limits.  This  course  she  will  continue  faithfully  to  pursue, 
and  while  she  will  not  intermit  the  expression  of  her  attachment  to 
the  principles  of  universal  freedom,  and  of  her  abhorrence  of  human 
bondage,  she  will  abstain  from  all  interference  with  the  domestic  in- 
stitutions of  other  States,  beyond  that  moral  influence  which  must  at- 
tend the  force  of  her  example,  and  the  expression  of  her  deep-seated 
convictions. 

The  "  compromises  of  the  constitution,"  as  they  are  familiarly 
termed,  do  not  of  right  extend  to  territory  beyond  the  limits  of  the  , 
,  original  thirteen  States.  The  privileges  which  they  concede  may  be 
granted  but  cannot  be  claimed  for  any  newly  acquired  territory.  The 
question  now  presented,  is  not  one  of  interference  with  an  existing 
institution,  for  the  soil  to  which  it  refers  is  free.  By  pre-existing 
laws,  no  slavery  exists  there,  nor  can  it  exist  there,  without  either  the 
express  or  the  tacit  assent  of  the  old  States.  It  is  then  a  question  of 
the  introduction  of  slavery  into  territory  from  which  it  is  now  exclud- 
ed, and  the  consequent  political  representation  of  slaves  in  the  Fed- 
eral Congress,  whenever  the  new  territory  shall  be  organised  into 
State  Governments,  and  admitted  as  such  into  the  confederacy. 

If  there  be  any  one  subject  upon  which  the  people  of  the  State  of 
*  New-York  approach  near  to  unanimity  of  sentiment,  it  is  in  the  fixed 
determination  to  resist  the  extension  of  slavery  over  territory  now 
free.  With  them  it  involves  a  great  moral  principle,  and  overrides 
all  questions  of  temporary  or  of  political  expediency.  None  venture 
to  dissent;  and  in  the  mere  difference  of  degree  in  which  the  senti- 
ment receives  utterance,  it  has  proven  powerful  even  to  the  breaking 
down  of  the  strong  barrier  of  party  organization.  This  sentiment 
is  not  of  recent  origin  with  our  people.  It  was  this  sentiment  which, 
fifty  years  ago,  prompted  the  abolishment  of  slavery  in  this  State. 
It  was  this  nearly  unanimous  sentiment  of  the  people  which  was  re- 
flected, and  received  utterance  in  the  voice  of  our  State  Legislature, 
at  the  period  of  the  agitation  of  the  question,  on  the  admission  of 
Missouri  into  the  Union.  Slavery  not  only  existed  at  that  time  with- 
in the  limits  of  Missouri,  but  was  legalized  within  the  whole  of  the  ter- 
ritory acquired  by  the  United  States  under  the  treaty  with  France.  The 
people  of  our  State  were  induced  to  yield  their  assent  to  a  comprom- 
ise then  made,  whereby  a  State  permitting  slavery  was  admitted  into 
the  Union,  formed  out  of  territory  not  embraced  within  the  compro- 
mises of  the  Constitution,  by  the  consideration  that  slavery  and 
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involuntary  servitude  should  be  forever  excluded  from  the  remain- 
ing portion  of  the  territory  -within  which  slavery  was  theretofore 
authorized.  They  yielded  the  political  advantage  of  slave  repre- 
sentation, by  a  portion  of  the  territory,  for  the  moral  triumph  of 
establishing  freedom  throughout  the  remainder. 

They  are  now  asked  to  become  parties  to  the  extension  of  slavery 
over  territory  already  free.  Their  answer  may  be  read  in  their  past 
history.  I  believe  that  it  is  almost,  if  not  entirely,  the  unanimous 
decision  of  the  people  of  this  State,  that  under  no  circumstances 
will  their  assent  be  given  to  any  action  whereby  the  institution  of 
slavery  shall  be  introduced  into  any  part  of  the  territory  of  the  Uni- 
ted States,  from  which  it  is  now  excluded. 

During  the  past  year,  the  people  of  the  United  States  have  ex- 
hibited another  instance  of  the  peacefulness  and  order  with  which 
they  select  the  Magistrates  to  whom  they  confide,  for  a  time,  the 
powers  of  Government.  The  universal  acquiescence  in  the  decision 
of  the  majority,  indicated  immediately  and  unhesitatingly  after  the 
strife  of  the  contest,  affords  the  most  encouraging  assurance  that  the 
perpetuity  of  our  institutions  is  not  jeoparded  by  differences  of 
opinion  with  respect  to  the  individuals  to  be  intrusted  with  power. 

The  recent  elections  throughout  the  Union  have  had  the  effect  to 
restore  to  the  People,  through  their  more  immediate  representatives, 
much  of  the  power  which  had  been  gradually  tending  toward  the 
Executive.  They  have  declared  that  the  will  of  the  People,  on 
questions  affecting  their  interests  and  welfare,  as  expressed  through 
their  representatives,  ought  to  be  respected  and  carried  out  by  the 
Executive.  They  have  proved  that  the  American  People  value 
Peace,  and  the  advancement  of  humanity,  as  the  true  ends  and  ob- 
jects for  which  a  Republican  Government  was  founded.  They  have 
given  expression  to  the  sentiment,  that  the  constitutional  powers  of 
our  Government  are  beneficent  in  their  design,  and  they  have  admin- 
istered a  rebuke  to  that  creed  which  holds  Government  to  a  state  of 
inaction  on  the  subject  of  Education,  Industry,  Internal  Improve- 
ments, and  other  kindred  measures,  looking  to  the  happiness  of  man, 
the  advancement  of  Freedom,  and  the  melioration  of  the  Social  and 
Political  System. 

I  have  thus  endeavored  to  comply  with  the  requirements  of  the 
Constitution,  which  makes  it  my  duty  to  communicate  to  the  Legis- 
lature the  condition  of  the  State,  and  recommend  such  matters  as  I 
may  judge  expedient.  It  has  been  my  aim  to  state  facts,  and  to 
make  suggestions,  without  more  of  detail,  or  of  argument,  than 
seemed  necessary  to  a  clear  statement  of  the  subject.  I  have  en- 
tered upon  this  responsible  task  with  much  diffidence  ;  relying  upon 
the  indulgence  of  a  generous  constituency,  ever  ready  to  excuse  er- 
rors of  the  understanding,  if  accompanied  by  sincerity  of  purpose, 
and  purity  of  motive. 

I  now  submit  these  matters  to  your  enlightened  consideration, 
with  the  assurance  of  my  most  cordial  co-operation  in  all  your  efforts 
to  advance  the  varied  interests  of  our  great  State — confident  that 
your  deliberations  and  actions  will  be  earnestly  directed  to  such  ends 
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as  will  promote  the  public  interests,  and  advance  the  cause  of  Reli- 
gion, Learning,  Morality  and  Happiness.  I  invoke  upon  those  de- 
liberations and  actions,  the  blessings,  and  the  guidance  of  that  Al- 
mighty Being  who  rules  the  Universe — in  whose  hands  the  wisest  of 
men  are  but  humble  agents  of  His  will.

The  message  was  laid  on  the  table,  and  ten  times  the  usual  num- 
ber of  copies  ordered  printed. 

Mr.  Wilkin  offered  the  following  resolutions ;  which  were  ordered 
printed,  and  laid  on  the  table  : 

Whereas,  the  people  of  the  state  of  New-Mexico  have  petitioned 
Congress  for  the  establishment  of  a  territorial  government  which  shall 
protect  them  against  the  institution  of  domestic  slavery  while  they 
remain  a  territory  of  the  United  States ;  and  have  also  petitioned 
Congress  for  protection  against  the  unfounded  claims  of  the  state  of 
Texas  to  a  large  portion  of  their  territory,  lying  east  of  the  Rio 
Grande ;  and  whereas  it  would  be  unjust  to  the  people  of  New-Mexi- 
co, and  revolting  to  the  spirit  of  the  age,  to  permit  domestic  slavery — 
an  institution  from  which  they  are  now  free — to  be  introduced  among 
them  :  and  wThereas,  since  the  acquisition  of  New-Mexico  by  the 
United  States,  the  people  thereof  have  a  right  to  expect  the  protection 
of  the  general  government,  and  should  be  secured  in  the  full  posses- 
sion and  enjoyment  of  their  territory  :  Therefore, 

Resolved^  (if  the  Assembly  concur,)  That  our  senators  and  repre- 
sentatives in  Congress,  be  requested  to  use  their  best  efforts  to  pro- 
cure the  passage  of  laws  for  the  establishment  of  governments  for  the 
territory  acquired  by  the  late  treaty  of  peace  with  Mexico ;  and  that, 
by  such  laws,  involuntary  servitude,  except  for  crime,  be  excluded 
from  such  territories. 

Resolved^  (if  the  Assembly  concur,)  That  the  territory  lying  be- 
tween the  Nueces  and  Rio  Grande,  is  the  common  property  of  the 
United  States,  and  that  our  senators  and  representatives  in  Congress 
be  requested  to  use  their  best  efforts  to  preserve  the  same  as  such 
common  property,  and  protect  it  from  the  unfounded  claims  of  the 
state  of  Texas,  and  prohibit  the  extension  over  it  of  the  laws  of  Texas, 
or  the  institution  of  domestic  slavery. 

Resolved^  (if  the  Assembly  concur,)  That  the  existence  of  prisons 
for  the  confinement,  and  marts  for  the  sale  of  slaves,  at  the  seat  of 
the  national  government,  where  foreign  governments  are  represented 
by  their  ministers,  is  viewed  by  this  legislature  with  deep  regret  and 
mortification  ;  that  such  prisons  and  marts  ought  forthwith  to  be  abol- 
ished :  Therefore,  be  it  further 

Resolved^  (if  the  Assembly  concur,)  That  our  senators  and  repre- 
sentatives in  Congress  be  requested  to  use  their  strenuous  efforts  to 
procure  the  passage  of  a  law  that  shall  protect  slaves  from  unjust  im- 
prisonment, and  snail  effectually  put  an  end  to  the  slave  trade  in  the 
District  of  Columbia. 
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Mr.  Fine  moved  that  the  resolutions  offered  by  Mr.  Wilkin  be 

made  a  special  order  for  to-morrow,  Wednesday. 

Mr.  Floyd  moved  to  amend  by  substituting  Thursday. 

The  President  put  the  question  on  agreeing  to  the  amendment,  and 
it  was  lost,  and  then  the  original  resolution  was  adopted. 
On  motion  of  Mr.  Smith, 

Resolved,  That  the  rules  and  orders  of  the  Senate,  which  were  in 
force  as  amended  during  the  last  session,  be  adopted  as  the  rules  and 
orders  of  the  present  session. 

Mr.  Cornwell  offered  for  the  consideration  of  the  Senate  the  fol- 
lowing resolution,  to  wit : 

Resolved,  That  a  committee  of  two  be  appointed  to  prepare  thirty- 
two  ballots,  and  superintend  the  drawing  of  the  same,  in  the  following 
manner,  viz :  when  said  ballots  shall  have  been  properly  preparea, 
the  Clerk  shall  call  the  names  of  Senators  in  their  order,  and  as  the 
names  are  called  one  of  the  pages  of  the  Senate,  to  be  designated  by 
the  President,  shall  draw  from  a  box  one  of  the  prepared  numbers, 
and  the  number  so  drawn  shall  designate  the  seat  of  the  Senator 
whose  name  was  then  in  order. 

The  President  put  the  question  on  agreeing  to  the  resolution,  and  it 
was  decided  in  the  affirmative  as  follows  :

Mr.  S.  H.  P.  Hall  presented  the  petition  of  the  Oneida  Annual 
Conference  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  asking  to  be  incor- 
porated, which  was  referred  to  the  committee  on  charitable  and  re- 
ligious societies. 

Mr.  Adams  presented  the  petition  of  John  Young,  James  Harper, 
C.  W.  Lawrence,  A.  H.  Mickle,  and  other  citizens  of  the  city  of 
New-York,  for  the  incorporation  of  the  Saratoga  Mineral  Waters  Com- 
pany, for  the  purpose  of  conducting  the  waters  of  the  mineral  springs 
of  Saratoga  to  the  city  of  New-York  and  intermediate  places,  which 
was  referred  to  a  select  committee.

Mr.  Fine  presented  the  petition  of  Margaret  McCullough,  for  the 
release  of  certain  escheated  lands,  which  was  referred  to  the  commit- 
tee on  the  judiciary. 

Mr.  Hawley  presented  the  petition  of  inhabitants  of  district  No.  5, 
in  Bath,  for  a  law  to  establish  a  free  school  in  said  district,  which  was 
referred  to  the  committee  on  literature. 

Mr.  Fine  presented  the  petition  of  James  Ballentine,  for  the  re- 
lease of  certain  escheated  lands,  which  was  referred  to  the  committee 
on  the  judiciary. 

Mr.  Lawrence  presented  the  petition  of  the  New-York  Fire  De- 
partment, in  relation  to  foreign  insurance  companies,  which  was  re- 
ferred to  the  Senators  from  the  several  districts  included  in  the  city  of 
New- York. 

The  President  laid  before  the  Senate  a  communication  from  the 
Bank  of  America,  in  relation  to  unclaimed  dividends  and  deposits, 
which  was  referred  to  the  committee  on  banks  and  insurance  compa- 
nies. 

Mr.  Coffin  gave  notice  that  he  would  at  an  early  day,  ask  leave  to 
bring  in  a  bill  to  amend  the  seventy-third  section  of  title  four  of  chap- 
ter second,  pert  four,  of  the  Revised  Statute*. 
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Mr.  Fine  gave  notice  that  he  would,  at  an  early  day,  introduce  a 
bill  to  lessen  the  severity  of  criminal  punishments. 

Mr.  Clark  gave  notice  that  he  would,  at  an  early  day,  ask  leave 
to  introduce  a  bill  to  amend  the  charter  of  the  city  of  Utica  by  au- 
thorising the  election  of  one  supervisor  in  each  ward  in  said  city. 

Mr.  Fine  gave  notice  that  he  would,  at  an  early  day,  ask  leave  to  in- 
troduce a  bill  to  vest  certain  legislative  powers  in  the  boards  of  su- 
pervisors. 

Mr.  Hawley  gave  notice  that  he  would,  at  an  early  day,  ask  leave 
to  introduce  a  bill  to  establish  free  schools  throughout  the  State.

That  so  much  thereof  as  relates  to  canals,  be  referred  to  the  com- 
mittee on  canals: 

That  so  much  thereof  as  relates  to  the  individual  liability  of  stock- 
holders in  banking  corporations  and  associations,  be  referred  to  the 
committee  on  banks  and  insurance  companies: 

That  so  much  thereof  as  relates  to  schools,  academies  and  colleges, 
and  to  the  establishment  and  support  of  libraries  for  the  use  of  the 
public,  be  referred  to  the  committee  on  literature: 

That  so  much  thereof  as  relates  to  agriculture,  and  to  the  endow- 
ment of  an  agricultural  school  and  of  a  school  ifor  instruction  in  the 
mechanic  arts,  be  referred  to  the  committee  on  agriculture: 

That  so  much  thereof  as  relates  to  the  militia,  and  the  arms  and 
other  military  material  of  the  State,  be  referred  to  the  committee  on 
the  militia:

Mr.  Treadwell  presented  the  petition  of  220  citizens  of  Albany 
praying  for  a  law  to  stay  proceedings  in  the  collection  of  rents  until 
the  question  of  title  is  settled,  which  was  referred  to  the  committee 
on  the  judiciary. 

Mr.  Cook  presented  the  petition  of  chiefs  and  warriors  of  the 
Oneidas  tor  an  appropriation  for  Indian  schools,  which  was  referred 
to  the  committee  on  Indian  affairs. 

Mr.  Brownson,  from  the  committee  on  public  printing,  reported 
in  favor  of  printing  five  times  the  usual  number  of  the  report  of  the 
committee  on  banks  and  insurance  companies  in  relation  to  admit- 
ting the  deposit  of  United  States  Stocks  as  a  basis  of  circulation.

The  inspectors  shall  canvass  the  ballots  and  make  returns  thereof 
in  the  same  manner  as  votes  given  for  the  office*  of  Governor  and 
Lt.  Governor  are  by  law  canvassed  and  returned. 

In  case  a  majority  of  all  the  votes  given  in  the  State  shall  be  cast 
in  favor  of  the  abolition  of  capital  punishment,  this  act  shall  become 
a  law,  and  take  effect  on  the  1st  January  next  thereafter,  and  in  case 
a  majority  of  all  the  votes  in  the  State  shall  be  cast  against  the  abo- 
lition of  capital  punishment,  this  act  shall  not  become  a  law.

The  Senate  met  pursuant  to  adjournment. 

Prayer  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Kennedy. 

The  Journal  of  yesterday  was  read  and  approved. 

Mr.  Martin  presented  the  petition  of  the  citizens  of  Cattaraugus 
requesting  that  land  sold  for  taxes  may  be  sold  in  the  counties  where 
situated,  which  was  referred  to  the  committee  on  the  internal  affairs 
of  towns  and  counties. 

Mr.  Little  presented  the  petition  of  the  supervisors  of  Otsego  co. 
against  a  division  of  the  town  of  Butternuts,  which  was  committed 
to  the  committee  of  the  whole. 

Mr.  Lawrence  presented  the  petition  of  Mary  Catharine  Rapp  for 
relief  in  relation  to  an  escheat,  which  was  referred  to  the  commit- 
tee on  the  judiciary. 

Mr.  Cole  presented  the  petition  of  Isaac  W.  Swan  and  others  in 
relation  to  common  schools  in  the  village  of  Madison,  which  was 
referred  to  the  committee  on  literature. 

Mr.  Bond  presented  the  memorial  of  trustees  of  Hamilton  Col- 
lege for  a  renewal  of  the  appropriation  heretofore  made  to  that  in- 
stitution, which  was  referred  to  the  committee  on  literature. 

Mr.  Treadwell  presented  three  several  petitions  of  citizens  of  Al- 
bany for  a  stay  in  the  collection  of  rents  until  the  question  of  title 
between  Van  Rensselaer  and  the  State  is  settled,  which  were  referred 
to  the  committee  on  the  judiciary. 

Mr.  Treadwell  also  presented  the  remonstrance  of  500  citizens  of 
Albany  against  enlarging  the  cat  in  the  pier,  which  was  referred  to 
the  committee  on  commerce  and  navigation. 

Mr.  Cornwell  presented  the  petition  of  George  Wilson  for  relief 
in  consequence  of  obstructions  at  the  outlet  of  Crooked  Lake,  which 
was  referred  to  the  committee  on  claims. 

Mr.  Whallon  presented  the  petition  of  citizens  of  Clinton  county 
for  the  right  to  build  a  railway  from  Plattsburg  to  the  Canada  line 
to  intersect  the  Ogdensburg  and  Lake  Champlain  railroad,  which 
was  referred  to  the  committee  on  railroads. 

Mr.  Whallon  presented  a  petition  for  a  railroad  from  Plattsburg 
to  Whitehall,  which  was  referred  to  the  committee  on  railroads. 

Mr.  Whallon  also  presented  the  petition  of  superintendents  of 
the  poor  in  Essex  county  for  a  law  allowing  them  to  enlarge  and 
repair  the  county  poor  house  in  said  county,  which  was  referred  to 
the  committee  on  the  judiciary. 

Mr.  Little  from  the  committee  on  charitable  and  religious  socie- 
ties, introduced  a  bill  entitled,  "An  act  in  relation  to  religious  so- 
cieties," which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent 
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was  also  read  the  second  time,  and  committed  to  the  committee  of 
the  whole.

50,  as 
required  by  the  law  passed  April  12,  1848,  chap.  277,  sec.  10,  and 
described  in  the  chancellor's  report  of  September  27, 1848,  as  funds 
unclaimed,  and  if  not  paid  in,  his  reasons  for  not  paying  it. 
On  motion  of  Mr.  Fuller, 

The  Senate  then  proceeded  to  the  consideration  of  the  resolution 
heretofore  offered  by  him,  as  follows  : 

Resolved,  That  the  clerk  of  the  court  of  appeals  be  requested  to 
report  what  progress  has  been  made  in  the  execution  of  the  act  en-

ges we  now  enjoy,  and  this  Legislature  cordially  responding  to  the 
patriotic  sentiment  contained  in  the  letter  conveying  to  Gov.  Clinton 
the  resolution  of  Congress  on  that  subject ;  therefore, 

Resolved,  (if  the  Senate  concur,)  "That  every  mark  of  distinc- 
tion shewn  to  the  memory  of  such  illustrious  men  as  offer  up  their 
lives  for  the  liberty  and  happiness  of  their  country,  reflects  real  hon- 
or on  those  who  pay  the  tribute,  and  by  holding  up  to  others  the 
prospect  of  fame  and  immortality  will  animate  them  to  tread  in  the 
same  path." 

Resolved,  (if  the  Senate  concur,)  That  our  Senators  and  Repre- 
sentatives in  Congress  be  requested  to  adopt  such  measures  as  they 
may  deem  most  expedient  for  the  accomplishment  of  the  patrioti 
purposes  for  which  this  appropriation  was  made.

A  bill  was  received  from  the  Assembly  for  concurrence  entitled, 
"An  act  to  correct  the  text  books  in  the  Comptroller's  office,  and 
authorising  extracts  from  records  in  his  office  to  be  taken  therefrom 
and  read  as  evidence,"  which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  una- 
nimous consent  was  also  read  the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the 
committee  on  the  judiciary.

Mr.  S.  H.  P.  Hall,  from  the  committee  on  engrossed  bills,  reported 
as  correctly  engrossed  the  bill  entitled,  "An  act  to  pay  Enos  Steel 
for  constructing  a  ditch  from  Skajaquady  to  Cornelius  creek,  with 
bridges  over  the  same,  and  straightening  and  deepening  Cornelius 
creek  in  the  village  of  Black  Rock."

The  Senate  then  resolved  itself  into  a  committee  of  the  whole  on 
the  bill  entitled,  "An  act  to  authorise  the  appraisal  and  payment  of 
canal  damages  sustained  by  Packard  Bruce,"  and  after  some  time 
spent  thereon,  Mr.  Fuller,  from  said  committee,  reported  progress, 
and  asked  for  and  obtained  leave  to  sit  again. 

The  Serate  then  resolved  itself  into  a  committee  of  the  whole  on 
the  bill  entitled,  "An  act  to  amend  an  act  entitled,  'An  act  to  au- 
thorise the  board  of  supervisors  of  the  county  of  Herkimer  to  raise 
money  by  tax  and  to  disburse  the  same/  passed  September  21, 
1847,"  and  after  some  time  spent  thereon,  Mr.  Bush,  from  said 
committee,  reported  in  fivor  of  the  passage  of  the  same  without 
amendment,  which  report  was  agreed  to,  and  said  bill  ordered  to  a 
third  reading. 

The  Senate  then  resolved  itself  into  a  committee  of  the  whole  on 
the  bill  entitled,  "An  act  making  compensation  to  Charles  A.  Jones, 
one  of  the  contractors  for  building  the  Western  House  of  Refuge  for 
juvenile  delinquents,"  and  Mr.  Hawley,  from  said  committee,  re- 
ported that  the  committee  had  struck  out  the  enacting  clause  to 
said  bill,  which  report  was  agreed  to. 

The  Senate  then  resolved  itself  into  a  committee  of  the  whole  on 
the  bill  entitled,  "An  act  making  compensation  to  Henry  Rogers, 
one  of  the  contractors  for  building  the  Western  House  of  Refuge," 
and  Mr.  Hawley,  from  said  committee,  reported  that  the  committee 
had  stricken  out  the  enacting  clause  of  said  bill,  which  report  was 
agreed  to. 

A  bill  was  received  from  the  Assembly  for  concurrence  entitled, 
"An  act  to  establish  a  court  of  special  sessions  in  and  for  the  city 
of  Albany,  and  to  confer  judicial  powers  upon  the  recorder  of  said 
city,"  which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent  was 
also  read  the  :  econd  time,  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  the 
judiciary. 

A  bill  was  received  from  the  Assembly  for  concurrence  entitled, 
"An  act  to  authorise  Isabella  (Jilchrist  to  hold  and  convey  real  es- 
tate," which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent 
was  also  read  the  second  time,  and  reterred  to  the  committee  on  the 
judiciary. 

And  then  the  Senate  adjourned  till  11  o'clock  Friday  morning.

The  Senate  met  pursuant  to  adjournment. 

Prayer  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Miles. 

The  Journal  of  yesterday  was  read  and  approved. 

Mr.  Brownson  presented  the  petition  of  M.  W.  Miner  ami  others 
for  a  law  providing  for  the  payment  of  interest  on  certain  protested 
drafts,  which  was  referred  to  the  Canal  Board. 

Mr.  Brownson  also  presented  two  petitions  of  thirty-two  citizens 
of  Wyoming  county  for  a  law  prohibiting  the  sale  of  intoxicating 
drinks  as  a  beverage,  which  were  referred  to  the  select  committee 
on  that  subject. 

Mr.  Whallon  presented  the  petition  of  citizens  of  Clinton  and 
Essex  county  for  the  Whitehall  and  Plattsburgh  railway,  which  was 
referred  to  the  committee  on  railroads. 

Mr.  Whallon  also  presented  the  petition  of  citizens  of  Clinton 
for  a  railway  to  Canada  in  the  direction  of  Montreal  along  the 
western  side  of  Lake  Charnplain,  which  was  referred  to  the  commit- 
tee on  railroads. 

Mr.  Coffin  also  presented  the  petition  of  citizens  of  New- York  for 
the  abolition  of  capital  punishment,  which  was  laid  on  the  table. 

Mr.  Coffin  also  presented  the  petition  of  two  hundred  and  fifty- 
eight  citizens  of  Dutchess  county  for  the  payment  of  the  troops 
called  into  the  service  of  the  State  for  the  quelling  of  a  riot  on  the 
line  of  the  Hudson  River  Railroad,  which  was  referred  to  the  com- 
mittee on  the  militia. 

Mr.  Coffin  also  presented  a  petition  of  citizens  of  Clinton  for  a 
law  prohibiting  the  sale  of  intoxicating  drinks  as  a  beverage,  which 
was  referred  to  the  select  committee  on  that  subject. 

Mr.  Williams  presented  the  petition  of  citizens  of  Ulysses  on  the 
same  subject,  which  was  referred  to  the  select  committee  on  that 
subject. 

Mr.  Fuller  presented  the  proceedings  of  a  convention  at  Roches- 
ter on  the  subject  of  the  enlargement  of  the  Erie  canal. 

Mr.  Fuller  moved  the  printing  of  said  memorial. 

The  President  put  the  question  upon  agreeing  to  said  motion, 
and  it  was  decided  in  the  negative. 

Mr.  Bond  presented  the  remonstrance  of  W.  H.  Harrison  and 
others  against  the  passage  of  the  bill  in  relation  to  a  plank  road  in 
the  town  of  Canton,  which  was  laid  on  the  table. 

Mr.  Fox  presented  the  petition  of  144  citizens  of  Troy  for  an  act 
to  amend  the  charter  of  said  city  and  to  establish  free  schools  in  said 
city,  which  was  committed  to  the  committee  of  the  whole. 
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Mr.  Johnson  presented  the  petition  of  citizens  of  Erie  and  Chau- 
tauque  for  an  amendment  of  the  law  for  building  a  bridge  over  the 
Cattaraugus  creek  at  Upper  Irving,  which  was  referred  to  the  com- 
mittee on  railroads. 

Mr.  Johnson  also  presented  the  petition  of  G.  J.  Trimble,  Peter 
Cooper,  and  450  other  citizens  of  New- York,  for  a  reorganization  of 
the  Alms  House  and  prison  department  of  the  city  of  New-York, 
which  was  referred  to  a  select  committee  consisting  of  Senators  from 
the  3d,  4th,  5th  and  6th  districts. 

Mr.  Geddes  presented  the  petition  of  S5  citizens  of  the  first  ward 
of  Syracuse  for  a  law  restraining  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  as 
a  beverage,  which  was  referred  to  the  select  committee  on  that  sub- 
ject. 

Mr.  Bond  presented  the  petition  of  the  constables  of  the  city  of 
Albany  and  56  others  to  amend  the  law  in  relation  to  special  ses-

Mr.  Bokee,  from  the  committee  on  the  incorporation  of  cities  and 
Tillages,  reported  in  favor  of  the  passage  of  the  bill  from  the  As- 
sembly entitled,  "An  act  to  amend  an  act  to  incorporate  the  village 
of  Lyons,  passed  April  16,  1831,"  which  was  committed  to  the 
committee  of  the  whole. 

Mr.  Bokee,  from  the  committee  on  the  incorporation  of  cities  and 
villages,  reported  in  favor  of  the  passage  of  the  bill  from  the  Assem- 
bly entitled,  "An  act  to  amend  the  act  to  consolidate  and  amend 
the  charier  of  the  village  of  Watertown,"  which  was  committed  to 
the  committee  of  the  whole. 

Mr.  Fuller,  from  the  committee  on  canals,  reported  adverse  to 
the  passage  of  the  bill  from  the  Assembly  entitled,  "An  act  to  au- 
thorise the  appraisal  and  payment  of  canal  damages  to  Henry  R. 
Alexander,  David  Tomlinson  and  others,'7  which  was  committed  to 
the  committee  of  the  whole. 

Mr.  S.  H.  P.  Hall,  from  the  committee  on  engrossed  bills,  report- 
ed as  correctly  engrossed  the  bill  entitled,  "An  act  in  relation  to  the 
Utica  Female  Academy." 

Mr.  Wilkin,  from  the  committee  on  the  judiciary,  reported  in  fa- 
vor of  the  passage  of  the  bill  entitled,  "An  act  to  amend  an  act  to 
provide  for  the  incorporation  and  regulation  of  telegraph  companies, 
passed  April  12,  1848,"  which  was  committed  to  the  committee  of 
the  whole 

(See  Senate  Bill  JYo.  223.) 

Mr.  Wilkin,  from  the  committee  on  the  judiciary,  reported  in  fa- 
vor of  the  passage  of  the  bill  from  the  Assembly  entitled,  "An  act 
to  make  the  clerk's  office  of  Erie  county  a  salaried  office,"  which 
was  committed  to  the  committee  of  the  whole. 

Mr.  Williams,  from  the  committee  on  claims,  reported  adverse  on 
the  petition  of  (ieorge  Wilson  for  the  appraisal  of  his  damages  from 
the  stoppage  of  the  water  at  his  mills  upon  the  outlet  of  Crooked 
Lake,  which  report  was  agreed  to  by  the  Senate 
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Thereupon, 

Resolved)  That  the  prayer  of  the  petitioner  be  denied.

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occasioned  by  the  death  of  the  Hon.  Timothy  S.  Williams,  Senator 
from  the  twenty-fifth  district  reported  the  following  resolutions. 

Resolved,  That  the  Senate  have  heard  with  profound  regret  of 
the  decease  on  the  morning  of  the  eleventh  instant  at  his  late  resi- 
dence in  Ithaca,  of  the  Hon.  Timothy  S.  Williams  late  a  Senator 
from  the  twenty-fifth  Senate  distru  t,  and  that  in  testimony  of  their 
high  appreciation  of  the  exalted  private  and  official  character  and 
cherished  memory  of  their  late  associate  the  members  of  the  Senate 
will  wear  the  usual  badge  of  mourning  during  the  remainder  of  the 
session. 

Resolved,  That  the  members  of  the  Senate  deeply  sympathise 
with  the  family  and  relatives  of  the  deceased,  and  tender  to  them 
their  condolence  upon  the  sad  bereavement,  which  has  removed 
from  their  domestic  circle  its  esteemed  and  virtuous  head.

Mr.  Cornwell :  Mr  President — In  rising  as  I  do  to  second  these 
resolutions,  [  can  but  feel  that  the  seat  at  my  right  is  vacant — sud- 
denly vacant.  I  reflect  sir,  that  but  little  more  than  a  twelvemonth 
since,  my  first  acquaintance  was  formed  with  him,  so  recently  its 
occupant.  I  met  him  as  did  most  of  us,  a  stranger,  under  circum- 
stances where  we  expected  our  meeting  to  be  brief,  and  not  the  best 
adapted  to  create  those  strong  ties  and  emotions  of  friendship  which 

frow  up  between  those  associated  together  for  long  periods  of  time, 
et  sir,  the  virtues,  the  strict  integrity,  the  moral  worth  and  the 
high  toned  character  of  the  deceased  has  endeared  him  deeply  to 
every  member  of  this  Senate.  If  thia  be  true  with  us  where  these 
virtues  have  been  as  it  were,  but  partially  developed,  and  for  so 
short  a  period  of  time,  still  more  emphatically  must  it  be  true  of  those 
who  have  been  associated  with  him  in  the  cares  and  pleasures  and 
business  of  society  through  life.  If  here  there  is  a  void — in  that 
society  where  he  lives  there  must  be  a  deeper  and  a  greater  void. 
Another  circle,  where  still  more  were  known  and  appreciated  these 
facts,  I  dare  not  trust  myself  to  speak  of.  But  those  who  compose 
that  circle,  I  would  commend  with  our  condolence,  to  the  love  of 
Hira,  whose  kind  protection  was  daily  invoked  under  the  lead  of 
him  who  has  now  been  taken  from  them. 

Mr.  Bond  :  One  word  sir,  as  it  will  be  the  only  opportunity 
afforded  me  of  paying  a  passing  tribute  to  the  memory  of  the 
deceased.  My  acquaintance  with  him  commenced  when  I  became 
a  member  of  this  body.  During  an  intercourse  of  two  years,  he  has 
endeared  himself  to  me,  and  1  think  I  can  truly  say  to  all  of  us,  by 
his  many  good  qualities.  In  his  temper,  1  have  always  found  him 
cheerful,  amiable  and  kind.  In  his  deportment  he  was  manly  and 
dignified,  yet  at  the  same  time  simple  and  unassuming.  He  bad  a 
heart  to  appreciate,  a  mind  to  conceive,  and  a  judgment  to  execute 
all  the  purposes  for  which  God  had  created  him.  As  a  man,  he  was 
unimpeachably  honest;  as  a  citizen,  eminently  useful  in  all  the  sta- 
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tions  be  was  called  by  bis  fellow-citizens  to  fill.    As  a  menber  of 

this  body,  he  was  able  and  faithful  in  the  discbarge  of  all  the  duties 
which  devolved  upon  him,  and  at  the  same  time  courteous  and 
affable  towards  all  who  differed  from  him  in  opinion  and  sentiment. 
As  a  christian,  be  was  remarkable  for  bis  piety — for  that  kind  of 
piety  which  was  constant  and  truthful,  and  which  exhibited  itself  in 
bis  daily  walk  and  conversation.  It  seemed  to  be  the  very  habit  of 
bis  soul  and  inseparable  from  his  existence.  It  was  this  piety 
which  no  doubt  sustained  him  when  the  earthly  house  of  his  taber- 
r  »i&le  was  dissolving,  and  when  his  spirit,  which  for  fifty  years  had 
inhabited  that  tenement,  was  balancing  its  wings  to  soar  away  to  its 
final  caravanserai  of  rest  to  tbat  building  of  God,  to  that  House  not 
made  with  hands,  eternal  in  the  heavens.  The  honorable  Senator 
sleeps  with  his  fathers — with  the  righteous  dead.  The  memorials 
of  his  many  virtues  are  now  enshrined  in  that  most  blessed  and  con- 
secrated sanctuary,  the  bleeding  hearts  of  his  wife,  children,  rela- 
tives and  friends.  Theirs  be  the  consolation  that  their  sorrow  is  not 
as  those  who  have  no  hope — for  if  we  believe  that  Jesus  died  and 
rose  again,  even  so  them  also  who  sleep  in  Jesus  will  God  bring 
with  him.  This  event  is  fraught  with  instruction  to  every  reflecting 
mind.  It  is  an  impressive  moralist,  teaching  us  all  bow  inconstant, 
uncertain  and  temporary  are  all  the  hopes,  enjoyments  and  expec- 
tations of  human  life.

before  the  date  of  such  return  as  such  corporation,  association  or  in- 
dividual may  not  have  in  possession,  and  the  Comptroller  shall  issue 
new  bills  to  an  amount  equal  to  the  bills  returned  and  the  amount 
paid,  and  the  Comptroller  shall  pay  on  presentation  any  of  the  bills 
the  amount  of  which  shall  have  been  so  paid  to  him,  and  the  bal- 
ance of  the  money  so  paid  to  the  Comptroller,  after  paying  such 
dividends  and  deposits  as  may  be  claimed,  and  such  bills  as  may  be 
presented,  shall  be  transferred  to  the  common  school  fund.

And  the  ballots  shall  be  so  folded  as  to  conceal  all  the  words,  ex- 
cept the  word  school,  which  latter  word  shall  not  be  concealed,  but 
shall  appear  on  the  ballot  as  folded. 

§  9.  The  inspectors  of  elections  in  the  several  election  districts 
shall  furnish  a  separate  ballot  box  into  which  shall  be  placed  all  the 
ballots  given  for  or  against  the  new  school  law.  The  inspectors 
shall  canvass  the  ballots  and  make  return  thereof  in  the  same  man- 
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ncr  as  votes  given  for  the  office  of  governor  and  lieutenant-governor 
are  by  law  canvassed  and  returned. 

§  10,  In  case  a  majority  of  all  the  votes  in  the  state  shall  be  cast 
against  free  schools,  this  act  shall  be  null  and  void;  and  in  case  a 
majority  of  all  the  votes  in  the  state  shall  be  cast  for  the  new  school 
law,  then  this  act  shall  become  a  law,  and  shall  take  effect  on  the 
first  day  of  January  next.

comotives propelled  by  steam  shall  be  enabled  to  pass  over  the 
whole  length  of  said  road  from  Niagara  Falls  to  Lev«iston  within 
eighteen  months  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  and  in  case  either  of 
the  said  companies  shall  fail  to  reconstruct  or  cause  a  reconstruction 
to  be  made  of  the  portion  of  said  road  belonging  to  such  company 
in  the  m  inner  and  within  the  time  above  provided,  the  charter  of 
such  company  shall  be  forfeited. 

$  2.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  each  of  the  companies  aforesaid  to  in- 
crease their  capital  stock  to  such  an  amount  as  shall  be  necessary  to 
cover  the  cost  of  reconstructing  said  railroad  in  the  manner  above 
specified,  or  to  sell  the  said  railroad  to  any  new  corporation  which 
may  be  formed  for  the  purpose  of  reconstructing  said  road,  provided 
that  a  sufficient  amount  of  capital  stock  in  said  new  corporation  to 
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reconstruct  said  railroad  shall  have  been  subscribed  for  and  taken 
by  responsible  persons  before  such  sale  shall  be  perfected. 

§  3.  The  companies  aforesaid  or  any  new  corporation  which  may 
be  formed  for  the  purpose  of  purchasing  and  reconstructing  said 
railroad,  shall  have  power  to  make  such  alterations  in  the  line  of 
said  railroad  as  the  directors  of  said  companies  shall  fix  upon  and 
determine  by  resolution,  and  for  that  purpose  said  companies  are  re- 
spectively authorised  to  take  and  hold  such  real  estate  as  may  be 
necessary  to  make  such  alterations  on  paying  the  value  thereof  to 
the  owner  or  owners,  which  value  shall  be  ascertained,  in  case  of 
disagreement,  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  the  act  incorporating  the 
Lockport  and  Niagara  Falls  Railroad  Company.

The  President  laid  before  the  Senate  the  following  communica- 
tion : 

Albany^  March  30,  1849. 

To  the  Hon.  the  President  of  the  Senate  : 

Of  the  Slate  of  New- York: 

Sir — Allow  me  to  address  through  you  to  your  honorable  house 
the  expression  of  my  heartfelt  gratitude  for  the  powerful  assistance 
ever  bestowed  upon  my  humble  efforts  in  establishing  a  system  of 
international  exchanges  between  the  civilized  nations  of  the  two 
hemispheres,  and  for  the  generous  hospitality  with  which  I  have 
been  received  during  ray  repeated  visits  to  your  glorious  and  mighty 
State. 

The  works  I  have  the  honor  of  presenting  this  time  to  the  Legis- 
lature in  the  name  of  France,  a  list  of  which  will  be  submitted  by 
the  trustees  of  the  State  Library  to  your  honorable  body,  constitute 
but  an  earnest  of  the  invaluable  relations  which  national  friendships 
establish.  They  will  furnish  materials  by  which  the  statesmen  and 
citizens  of  each  will  appreciate  and  love  each  other. 

For  the  purpose  of  giving  uniformity  and  efficacy  to  the  informa- 
tion so  important  to  be  communicated,  permit  me  to  ask  through 
you  from  the  appropriate  sources,  the  following  information  in  re- 
gard to  the  several  senatorial  districts  of  the  State. 

The  pressure  of  public  business  consequent  upon  the  near  ad- 
journment of  the  honorable  the  Legislature  will  of  course  preclude 
present  action  upon  the  above  matters;  but  will  it  be  asking  too 
much  for  the  members  ef  your  honorable  body  to  engage  themselves 
to  collect  all  the  practical  information  relative  to  these  matters  du- 
ring the  ensuing  summer  and  communicate  it  to  the  Hon.  the  Secre- 
tary of  State  at  Albany,  to  be  embodied  as  a  legislative  document 
emanating  from  the  present  Legislature. 

The  following  are  the  questions  which  1  take  the  liberty  of  sub- 
mitting : 

1.  The  census  of  1840,  so  far  as  the  same  shall  be  applicable  to 
the  county,  corrected  according  to  the  opinion  of  its 
tive. 
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2.  A  geological  description  of  each  county,  with  its  relative  po- 
sition as  to  points  of  local  interest,  of  political  or  commercial  im- 
portance. 

3.  The  geology  of  the  county,  with  the  extent  to  which  its  mine- 
rals and  metals  are  now,  or  may  probably  be  worked,  the  thermal 
or  mineral  waters,  with  the  extent  to  which  they  are,  or  probably 
may  be  resorted  to. 

4.  The  state  of  agriculture  within  the  countyj  the  area  in  acres, 
value  of  lands  under  the  last  public  assessment,  with  an  opinion 
whether  the  lands  have  or  have  not  declined  in  value,  the  character 
of  staple  productions,  with  an  opinion  as  to  the  capacity  of  the  lands 
for  the  profitable  production  of  staples  other  than  those  culivated. 
The  character  of  labor  employed,  with  its  cost  and  profit,  including 
an  estimate  of  the  cost  of  investment,  current  charges  and  nett  pro- 
fits of  agriculture  within  the  county. 

5.  The  state  of  commerce.  The  registered  tonnage  belonging  to 
the  county,  value  of  imports  and  exports,  with  the  charges  upon 
internal,  coastwise  and  foreign  trade.  The  social  condition  of  the 
county  :  showing  from  the  reports  of  the  Circuit  Courts  the  number 
of  prosecutions  for  offences,  with  any  other  statistics  of  a  similar 
character,  showing  the  state  of  public  morality. 

6.  The  state  of  religion  within  the  county :  the  number  of 
churches,  proportions  in  which  the  several  christian  denominations 
co-exist,  the  probable  amount  of  voluntary  contributions  to  the  sup- 
port of  the  clergy,  and  to  religious  and  charitable  associations.  The 
humane  institutions  within  the  county,  with  the  particulars  of  their 
endowment  and  usefulness. 

7.  The  state  of  education  within  the  county :  its  system  of  pub- 
lic education,  institutions  of  learning,  and  other  facts  connected  with 
or  appropriate  to  the  subject. 

To  this  hasty  indication  of  the  subjects  of  information  important 
to  foreign  nations,  may  be  added  any  other  general  or  particular 
statements  which  may  occur  to  those  whose  province  it  may  be  to 
reply.  For  the  trouble  imposed  upon  them,  in  addition  to  their  pub- 
lic engagements,  I  have  to  make  the  apology,  that  in  all  measures 
of  general  and  international  philanthropy,  many  patriotic  duties 
must  be  performed,  the  compensation  for  which  is  to  be  found  in  the 
general  promotion  of  human  happiness. 

I  would  respectfully  suggest,  that  each  Senator  should  act  as 
chairman  of  a  committee  formed  of  the  members  from  the  county 
or  counties  of  his  district,  whose  reports  can  be  by  him  properly 
arranged  and  revised. 

These,  Mr.  President,  when  printed  as  a  legislative  document, 
would  form  a  most  valuable  and  most  important  official  Gazetteer  of 
New-York,  which  would  exhibit  at  once  all  the  resources  of  your 
glorious  Commonwealth. 

Assured  that  such  an  appeal  will  find  acquiesence  in  the  senti- 
ments of  every  patriotic  bosom,  I  beg  leave  to  subscribe  myself, 
with  profound  respect,

be  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  Lieutenant  Governor,  or,  if  the  Lieu- 
tenant Governor  be  under  impeachment,  or  be  absent  from  the  state, 
or  incapable  of  performing  the  duties  of  his  office,  then  the  powers 
and  duties  of  the  office  of  Governor  shall  devolve  upon  the  President 
of  the  Senate,  or,  if  there  be  no  President  of  the  Senate  at  the  time, 
then  upon  the  Speaker  of  the  Assembly,  for  the  residue  of  the  term 
pf  the  said  Governor,  or  until  the  disability  shall  cease.  But,  when 
the  Governor  shall,  with  the  consent  of  the  Legislature,  be  out  of 
the  state,  in  time  of  war,  at  the  head  of  a  military  force,  he  shall 
continue  commander-in-chief  of  all  the  military  force  in  the  state.

Resolved,  That  Mr.  Carver  and  Mr.  Roblee  be  appointed  the  two 
members  of  the  Assembly  to  examine  the  Treasurer's  accounts,  &c. 
By  unanimous  consent, 

The  Senate  then  proceeded  to  the  consideration  of  the  following 
proposed  amendment  of  the  Constitution. 

Resolved,  (if  the  Assembly  concur,)  That  the  following  amend- 
ment be  proposed  to  the  constitution  of  this  state  ;  that  the  same  be 
referred  to  the  Legislature  to  be  chosen  at  the  next  annual  election 
of  Senators  and  members  of  Assembly,  and  be  published  for  three 
months  previous  to  the  time  of  making  such  choice  in  conformity 
with  the  first  section  of  the  thirteenth  article  of  the  constitution. 
Section  six  of  article  four  of  the  constitution  shall  be  amended  so 
as  to  read  as  follows  : 

In  case  of  the  impeachment  of  the  Governor,  or  his  removal  from 
office,  death,  inability  to  discharge  the  powers  and  duties  of  said  of- 
fice, resignation,  or  absence  from  the  state,  the  powers  and  duties  of 
the  office  shall  devolve  upon  the  Lieutenant  Governor  for  the  resi- 
due of  the  term,  or  until  the  disability  shall  cease:  or,  if  there  shall 
be  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  Lieutenant  Governor,  or,  if  the  Lieu- 
tenant Governor  be  under  impeachment,  or  be  absent  from  the  state, 
or  incapable  of  performing  the  duties  of  his  office,  then  the  powers 
and  duties  of  the  office  of  Governor  shall  devolve  upon  the  President 
of  the  Senate,  or,  if  there  be  no  President  of  the  Senate  at  the  time, 
then  upon  the  Speaker  of  the  Assembly,  for  the  residue  of  the  teim 
of  the  said  Governor,  or  until  the  disability  shall  cease.  But,  when 
the  Governor  shall,  with  the  consent  of  the  Legislature,  be  out  of 
the  state,  in  time  of  war,  at  the  head  of  a  military  force,  he  shall 
continue  commander-in-chief  of  all  the  military  force  in  the  state. 

The  President  put  the  question  upon  agreeing  to  said  propos- 
ed amendment,  and  it  was  decided  in  the  affirmative,  at  follows:
